REMARKS 

[0002] Applicant respectfully requests reconsideration and allowance of all 
of the claims of the application. Claims 1-3, 6, 8-10, 12, 15-20, 22-25, 27-29, 31, 
34-39, 41-56, and 59-65 are presently pending. Claims 1-3, 6, 8-10, 12, 15-20, 
22-25, 27-29, 31, 34-39, 41-56, and 59-61 are amended herein; claims 4, 5, 7, 
11, 13, 14, 21, 26, 30, 32, 33, 40, 57, and 58 are cancelled herein; and new 
claims 62-65 are added herein. 

Statement of Substance of Interview 

[0003] Examiners Andrew Tank and James Myhre graciously talked with 
me— the undersigned representative for the Applicant— on Feb 15, 2007. 
Applicant greatly appreciates the Examiners' willingness to talk. Such willingness 
is invaluable to both of us in our common goal of an expedited prosecution of 
this patent application. 

[0004] During the interview, differences between the Application and the 
cited references were discussed. We discussed amending the claims to clearly 
indicate how the described "limousine" line is used to determine objects to be 
disproportionately resized from on original screen having a first aspect ratio to a 
target screen having a second aspect ratio. 

[0005] I understood the Examiners to tentatively agree that such 
amendments may overcome the 103 rejections.

[0036] Claim 3 is rejected for lack of sufficient antecedent basis.

[0038] Claims 16, 35, 43, and 50 is rejected for lack of sufficient 
antecedent basis. 

[0039] Claims 15, 34, 42, and 49 have been amended, as shown above, 
rendering the rejection of these claims moot. 

[0040] Claim 60 is rejected for lack of sufficient antecedent basis. 

[0041] Claim 59 has been amended, as shown above, rendering the 
rejection of this claim moot. 



Claim Rejections under § 103 

[0042] Claims 1-61 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. §103. In light of the 
amendments presented herein and the decisions/agreements reached during the 
above-discussed Examiner interview, Applicant submits that these rejections are 
moot.
